Saloon keepers and allies crowded

Coles’ office today at the first hear- 
ing before him in the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings against the Mutual Brew- 
ing Co.

dberg, president of the company, 
they learned that nationality does not 
count for as much as some think it 
does in achieving success in the brew- 
ery business. 

Padberg testified that rich plums 
in the way of commissions and fees 
wei allowed to P. H. Nolan, vice- 
president of the company, and that 
@& man named Flaherty had charge of 
the company’s horses. 

Nolan, according to Padberg, did most 
of the intial work of organizing the 
brewery in which saloonkeepers are the 
principal stockholders. Padberg testi- 
fied as to a contract by which Nolan 
‘Was to receive 4 cents on every barrel of 
beer sold in the first year and 2 cents 
on every bagel sold in the succeeding 
five years. &\ addition, Nolan was to 
receive 6 pe ent commission on all 
stock sold and 10 per cent on all stock 
which he personally sold. 

In compliance with this agreement, he 
said, about $40,000 has been paid to No- 
lan in the last three years and about 
$10,000 is still due to him. 

While the hearing was in progress the 
acompany, through its attorneys, made 
a) settlement proposition, asking that it 
be permitted to issue $150,000 in notes and 
give as security its physical property 
and $300,000 in stock which has been 
sold on the installment plan but which 
has not been paid for by the purchasers, 
mostly saloon keepers.

vf receivers. 

aue@ information on which Funk was 
arraigned was signed by Bank Exam- 
iner Young. Funk’s, friends contend 
that the charges do not cover a criminal 
offense and that the transaction is one 
which should be settled by civil law. 

Although the authorities have not ex- 
plained the charges in detail, the in- 
formation given out is that Funk ob- 
tained a road building contract in St. 
Charlies Parish, and bought the issue 
of bonds. Under the terms of the con- 
tract, it is stated, Funk was to have 
deposited $96,000 in the Bank of Paradis, 
of which he was president, the deposit 
to be to the credit of the parish. 

It is alleged that he gave the parish 
authorities a deposit slip showing the 
deposit, but that in reality it was not 
to the credit of the parish. It is alleged 
that Funk drew checks against the de- 
posit to the amount of $65.000. 

The bank failed several months azo, 
and with the Delta Land Co., of which 
Funk also was president, was placed in 
the hands of receivers. After the fail- 
ure, it is alleged the condition of the ac- 
count became known, and it is charged 
that not even the remaining $21,000 of 
the deposit was in the bank. 

Funk came to Louisiana frcm Bloom- 
ington, Till. He has drained and sold 
large tracts of land‘'n the swamp dis- 
trict.

RUMAN CANDLE AND 
DOWN GOMES COUN 


Pyrotechnic Method Used 
Creve Coeur Also Successful 
in’ Catching Possums.

That nightly fireworks display in the 
woods around Creve Coeur Lake is not 
a premature Fourth of July celebration. 
It is a Roman candle coon and ‘possum 
hunt. When the colored balls of fire 
illumine the treetops it is a sign that 
Charley Edwards, alias Gold-Tooth, and 
his ‘“‘champeen’’ dogs, Joe and Blame, 
are abroad in the woods with a party of 
hunters and Mr. Coon or Mr. ‘Possum 
is up a tree. 

It is also a sign that, whichever it ia 
it will not be up a tree long. The Roim- 
an candles always bring him down. 

Gold-Tooth Charley is the inventor 
of the local Roman candle treatment for 
coons and ‘possums. The fame of 
Charley and his dogs has spread far 
and there is+scarcely a night that a 
party of hunters doeg not fare forth 
behind Charley and his dogs. 

The secret of the Roman candle treat- 
ment is that Brer Coon has no use " 
the world for a bright light and Breer 
Possum feels pretty much the same 
about it. 

First Tree Varmint. 

The first thing necessary is to tree 
your varmint. The dogs do that. When 
their baying informs the trained ears 
of Edwards th.t they have treed some- 
thing, he says “they done put ’im ‘ip 
now,” and he and the white hunters 


approach. 


“Whoop, boy, talk to ‘em, get o'gan- | 


ized,” shouts Edwards and the dog? 
promptly go crazy. There is no way of 
telling just then whether it is a coon 
or a ’possum,' because the dogs go just 
as crazy over one as the other. But a 
Roman candle tells tne tale. The top 
of the tree is bombarded with colored 
balls of fire. If it comes down right 
away it’s a coon. If it hesitates, it’s a 
*possunl. 

A coon just naturally can’t stand a 
bright light. When a ball of light 
shoots through the, treetop above him 
he shins down the tree as fast as he 
knows how. Makes no difference about 
the dogs at the bottom. He can fight 
dogs, but not green and red fireworks. 

With the possum it’s about a toss-up 
between fireworks and dogs. He is not 
fond of fireworks, but neither does he 
adore dogs. So when the fireworks 
come he sits tight in the crotch or 
hangs to a limb and thinks it over. 
Sometimes he makes up his mind to 
come down and take his chances with 
the dogs. About as often’he decides 
to stay up and take his chances with 
the fireworks. 

’Possums Come Down.

FOR WAR SULD HERE 


Contracts Let in East St. Louis 
in Addition to $2,499,600 
Worth Shipped. 


A statement given out today at the 
horse and mule market, National Stock- 
yards, East St. Louis, shows that $2,- 
499,000 worth of hcrses and mules have 
been shipped from there to the Englisu 
and french Governments for use in 
the European war. 

The English Government has 
“20 and the French wovernment 7478. 
The average price has been $200 a head 

Contracts have been let for petween 
SuwU and 138,009 additional animals, which 
are to be shipped either from East owt 
Louis or from one cf the inspectiox 
points. These are at Oklahoma City, 
Little Rock, Memphis and Fort Worth. 
Chis will mean more than $2,000,000 more 
to be paid for their purchase in East 
St. Louis. 

H. H. Robertson of the Holland-Nu- 
gent Horse and Mule Co. told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the English Gov- 
ernment was willing to buy 100,000 horses 
under contracts calling for the delivery 
of the animals free on board vessels at 
shipping points. 

He said dealers could not assume such 
contracts because the risk of loss would 
be too great if trainloads of animals 
were sent to New York or any other 
shipping point without assurance of ves- 
sels being ready to receive them.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Premier Asquith stated in the House of 
Commons today that the British Government had decided to de- 
vlure the whole of the North Sea to be in the military area. 

All subjects of the enemy found on neutral vessels, the Prime 
Minister said, would be liable to detention as prisoners of war. 

Asquith also announced that oil and copper would be declared 


eontraband of war.

LONDON, Nov. 17.—The fall of Cracow, the chief remaining 
stronghold of the Austrians in Galicia, before the Russian on- 
slaught, is now considered imminent. Dispatches, received through 
Rome and Venice, declare that the Russians have made an unex- 
pectedly swift advance in Western Galicia, and reaching Cracow 
ahead of the anticipated time, have besieged it on the northeast, 
and that the city is in flames and its inhabitants are fleeing. 

The taking of Cracow by the Russians would be a greater pos- 
itive victory than any which the allies have thus far gained. Cra- 
cow, on the western edge of Gulicia, is the strategic key to the ad- 
joining German province of Silesia, and its capture would be a 


vital economic blow at Germany. 


In fact, the taking of Cracow would be a heavier disaster to Germany 
than to Austria, since it is believed that the road to Berlin, through Bres- 
lau, is more attractive to the Czar’s troops than the more mountainous rotte 


to Vienna.

36-Hour Rain in Northern France 
Floods Trenches; Roads Are Impassable 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—All reports from 
the scene of the fighting in Northern 
France indicate that the weather con- 
ditions for the last few days have been 
terrible. Heavy rain, falling continu 
ously for 36 hours, has turned all the 
roads into quagmires, while the 
trenches are flooded and the lowlands 
everywhere are largely covered by wa 
ter. 

Everything possible is being done to 
make the troops comfortable, to prevent 
their being flooded out of the trenches 
and to avoid cave-ins. The trenches are 
being shored and braced and the bot- 
toms covered with brush and straw. 

Contrary to expectations, the coming 
of winter seems to have had more ef- 
fect on the operations on the western 
battle front than in the east. The Ger- 
mans ‘are making desperate efforts to 
divert the Russians from East Prussin 
by resuming a vigorous offensive at 
two points near the center of this long 
frontier tine. 

Railways Big Advantage. 

The Germans seem confident of a fa- 
vorable outcome to their renewed of- 
fensive along the River Warthe, an1 
their ability to resume the aggressive 
shows strikingly the advantage which 
the possession of strategic railroads 
gives a warring power. It is the opin- 
ion of British observers that the Ger- 
mans are determined to force the in- 
vaders from East Prussia and that they 
are striking two blows, one from the 
north and the other from the north- 
west, in the general direction of Plock 
or Kutno, with the object of paralyzing 
the Russian advance along the south- 
ern frontier of East Prussia. 

Dispatches from Petrograd conveying 
official reports say that the “brilliant 
and unexpected” selzure of Johannis- 
burg so disconcerted the Germans that 
their offensive movement along the 
River Warthe was started prematurely. 
Russia is reticent ere the’ su.

Italy Joins U. S. and Spain in Belgian 
Relief. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Italy nas joined 
the United States and Spain in Belgian 
relief work. A prominent engineer, Ge- 
lasio Gaetani, well known in America, 
investigated the American commission's 
work last week and returned to Rome 
to submit his report. The Duke of Ser- 
moneta has telegraphed that a central 
committee had been formed to co-oper- 
ate in the work and hoped to have an 
organization in every town.

VEN a ‘pemventet ago, the pric- 
lamation of the holy war at 
Constantinople would have had 

a meaning far more terrible to Petro- 
grad, London and Paris than today. 

Ther. the whole Mosiem world would 
have been stirred infallibly. From 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from Mo- 
rocco to Mindanao, there would have 
been immediate and considerable re- 
percussion. India, Siam, Egypt, Trip- 
oli, Tunis and Algeria would have 
borne testimony to the vitality of the 
prophet’s creed. 

If today the Jehad carries less in- 
stant menace, the explanation is to 
be found in the young Turkish revo- 
tion. Futile as that amazing break 
was in the forwarding of its purpose, 
to bring the West to the near 
East, constitutional government and 
religious toleration to the Ottoman 
Empire, it did in fact shatter the 
most vital of all the forces within 
the Turkish Empire,’ the fanaticism 
of the army. 

For in its presperous hour, when 
the committee of union and progress 
marched from Salonica to Stamboul, 
Jew, Gentile and Moslem, Greek, Al- 
banian, Bulgar and; Osmanili frater- 
nized. Christian soldiers were ad- 
mitted to the Turkish armies still 
unconverted. 

Fanaticism Abandoned. 

With all his weaknesses and faults, 
Abdul Hamid had managed to pre- 
serve in his army something of the 
tradition of his great predecessors 
who, at the head of hosts carrying 
the green banner and fortified by the 
magnificent promises of the Koran, 
had penetrated to the walls of 
Vienna and conquered nearly half of 
the lands of European Russia. 

The young Turks, on the contrary, 
put aside all this ancient religious 
fanaticism. Their exile had been 
spent in Paris, Generals commanding 
their armies had been trained in 
Germany or in France. The cynic- 
ism of the West had destroyed all 
but the semblance of respect for 
the gospel of Mohammed, and even 
the outward respect was frequently 
lacking. 

The effect of the “liberal” ideas 
upon the Turkish army was shown 
at Lule Burgas and Kumanovo. No 
longer were the armies of the Sul- 
tan driven forward to battle by the 
tremendous impulse of faith; rather, 
like mere common soldiers, brave, 
Apnacious, unflinching, they ad- 
vanced, suffered and retired, while 
the Christian contingents introduced 
by the Young Turks, fled to the ene- 
my at the first opportunity. 

Krupp, Not Mohammed. 

After Lule Burgas, the Jehad was 
proclaimed, but how could it influ- 
ence soldiers whose officers were still 
in part German, whose ancient fire 
had cooled the invasion of those de- 
structive doctrines which were the 
first platform of the Committee of 
Union and Progress? 

Today the situation is hardly dif- 
ferent. Not against all Christians, 
not against all races and tribes 
against whom the prophet preached 
the Holy War, are Mohammedan 
troops to advance. On the ccntrary, 
Austrians and Germans are tc be ex- 
cluded from the slaughter. In fact, 
while Turkish troops charge to the 
old cry of “Allah-Il-Allah,” the or- 


_ battle li 


diers from Algeria, Moroccan goums, 
are fighting against the Germans in 
France, while the Mussulmen from 
India already in the battle line rec- 
Ognize not the Sultan, but the Shah, 
as their spiritual head. From Con- 
stantinople comes the warning to 
the Senussi of Tripoli that the te- 
cent Italian violation of the Empire 
of Islam is not to be challenged. In 
a word, the whole thing becomes not 
@ question of religious warfare, not 
one more call to ancient conquerors 
to drive forth from the sanctuaries 
of Islam the “pork-eating”’ infidel, 
but simply a campaign for one 
Christian state against another, an 
opportunity not to abase Christ and 
elevate Mohammed, but to humble 
George V and exalt William II. 

But more immediately vital in the 
situation is the paralyzing influence 
of the doctrines of the Young Turks 
themselves, doctrines which were 
only yesterday openly proclaimed, 
doctrines which opened an irrepu- 
rable breach in the foundations cf 
the ancient edifice of the Mohamme- 
dan world. 

On the other hand, wherever there 
is political disaffection, there is 
likely to be prompt peril for English. 
French and Russian rulers. In 
Egypt, where the Nationalist agita- 
tion has been growing for years, the 
call of the Jehad may give an im- 
petus and an occasion for the out- 
break of what will be in reality a 
political, not in any true sense a re- 
ligious uprising. 


Some Danger Remains. 
In Morocco, too, the French rule, 


Only insecurely placed on the wreck 
of the Sherefian Empire, may well 
expect trouble from Mohammedans 
who do not own the primacy of the 
Sultan, whose relations with Con- 
stantinople were severed centuries 
ago. In Persia, where Russian in- 
trigue, long before the present war, 
provoked unrest, revolt, the present 
call from Stambul may be a signal 
for battle to those whom the Sultan 
holds heretics, outside the rank of 
the “faithful.”’ 

Unity, political or sptritual cohe- 
sian, the world of Islam has long 
lacked. -_The Arab, the Moroccan, the 
Persian, most of the Mussulmen of 
India, belong to sects which do not 
recognize the Sultan, and look with 
contempt upon the Osmanli who have 
seized upon the spiritual and civil 
power of the Caliphs, and brought 
both to discredit, dishonor and de- 
feat. 

Thus it is wholly conceivable that 
the So of the Sultan into the 
of . Europe... may _ result 
in the loss, not merely of Constanti- 
nople to the present Osmanli Prince, 
but in the return to supremacy, in 
the world of Islam, of the Arab, long 
e rebel against a master he held in 
contempt. Thus Mecca, captured by 
Arabian hosts, re-enforced by the 
Mohammedan contingents drawn 
from the colonies of the allies, may 
be lost to the Sultan. 

It is, then, far from unlikely that 
one consequence of the Turkish alli- 
ance with Germany and Austria may 
be a revolution and reconstitution of 
the whole Mohammedan world, with 
a return of the supremacy of the 
race which carried to the Pyrenees 
and the Atlantic not merely the gos- 
pel of the prophet, but a culture and 
civilization of which Granada in 
Spain is an enduring monument.

Germans Up in All Tricks. 

“That the Germans are cunning fight- 
ers and well up in all the tricks of the 
trade, has frequently been pointed out. 
For instance, they often succeed in as- 
certaining what regiment or brigade is 
opposed tc them and because of their 
knowledge of English they are able to 
employ the information to some pur- 
pose. 

“On a recent occasion, having by some 
means discovered the name of the com- 
mander of the company holding the 
trench they were attacking, they called 
him by name, asking if Capt. —- was 
there. Fortunately the pronunciation 
of the spokesman was somewhat de- 
fective and their curiosity was rewarded 
by discovering that both the officer in 
question and his men were very much 
there. 

‘There have been reports from _ so 
many different quarters of the enemy 
having veen seen wearing British and 
French vniforms, that it is impossible 
to doubt their truth. One absolutely 
authentic case occurred during the fight- 
ing near Ypres. A man dressed in a uni- 
form closely resembling that of a Brit- 
ish staff officer, suddenly appeared near 
our trenches and walked along the 
line. He asked if many casualties had 
been suffered, stated that the situation 
was serious and that a general retire- 
ment had been ordered. A similar visit 
having been reported by several men 
in different trenches, orders were issued 
that this strange officer be detained if 
seen again. Unluckily, he did not make 
another appearance. 

“The following remarks taken from 
the diary of a German soldier are pub- 
lished, not because there is reason to 
believe they are justified with regard 
to the conduct of German officers, but 
because of their interest as a human 
document. Under date of Nov. 2, this 
soldier wrote: 

* ‘Previous to noon we were sent out 
in a regular storm of bullets on the or- 
der of the Major.

produced its obviously calculated ef- 
fect of breaking the defense in prepara- 
tion for an advance of their infantry. 

“So far, the’ infantrymen have been 
the chief sufferers from the tactics em- 
ployed. On Wednesday, Nov. 4, they 
renewed the attack east of Ypres, but 
their effort bore no resemblance to 
those which preceded it, being more in 
the nature of a demonstration in force 
than a serious attempt to drive in our 
‘Ine, and was beaten off with ease. 

British Had Enjoyed Rest. 

‘“‘By then our men had been reinforced. 
had enjoyed some rest and had had time 
to improve their trenches in different 
ways. Moreover, the consciousness that 
they had repelled one great effort of 
the enemy was a moral factor of no 
small value. 

“Farther to the south on our left cen- 
ter, the French advanced under cover of 
our guns and made some progress, in 
spite of the heavy fire brought to bear 
on them from the enemy’s massed bat- 
teries. On our center all was quiet. 

“On our right our Indian troops séored 
a success by capturing and filling in 
some trenches in which the enemy had 
established himself only 50 yards from 
our lines, under cover of some heavy 
artillery brought up afior dark.

"The result of this artillery work was 
most satisfactory. When the Germans 
were seen to be running from shelter, 
which. had ceased to act as such, they 
were caught and mowed down by the 
rapid fire of the French field artillery. 

“Against a suitable target the action 

of the French 7.5 centimeter (2.92 
inches) field guns is literally terrific 
and must be seen to be realized. 
NOTE-——-The famous 7.8centimeter Creusot 
guns of the French artillery have been de- 
clared by experts:the most perfect firearm 
ever invented for its purposes. It is said 
to be SO per cent more efficient than any other 
field piece in the world. It shoots 40 shells 
a minute, each scattering 200 bullets. The 
United States Army field gun can fire only 
nine shells a minute. 
The shelis can be made to shower its bullets 
downward so as to drep on mien in their 
trenches, or to spread out in a fan-shape hor'i- 
zontal. to mow down a column of infantry.

Germans Advance Recklessly.

Half 
f them, with the most reckless brav- 
‘ry, came on to close quarters and 
were all shot or bayonetet. <A tremen- 
‘ous cannonade was maintained by both 
ides in this direction, the allies pouring 
t hail of shells all along the ridge fac- 
ing them held by the Germane and the 
atter bombarding some hick ground and 
the valley to the east of it in our pos- 
session. | 

“Three machine guns were captured 
ny us during the day. On the center 
there was a recrudescence of activity 
on the enemy’s part. During the pre- 
vious night some six battalions of Sax- 
ns had succeeded in capturing some of 
sur trenches, only to be driven out by 
a counter attack, which resulted in one 
officer and 70 men being taken pris- 
oners. 

“The Germans, however, refused to ac- 
cept defeat, and, returning to the 
charge, again occupied some -of our 
trenches and penetrated into the woods. 
They were again counter attacked and 
cleared out of the wood, but continued 
in possession of parts of our line and 
also some houses which commanded 
them. 

‘Farther south, the enemy again be- 
haved with great boldness, sapping up 
to within a short distance of -.our 
trenches. Some of the prisoners cap- 
tured on this day were very young. 
They stated that their corps had late- 
ly been brought up to strengthen with 
new recruits who had received only a 
few weeks training. 

Daily Attack Made at 2:30. 

“Throughout the recent fighting Sun- 
day has proved a day of activity, and 
Nov. 8 was no exception to the rule. 
On the left the morning passed quietly 
so far as the British were concerned. 
To the southeast of Ypres the French 
continued to give us considerable sup- 
port and pressed forward. At 2:30 p. m. 
the daily atack on our line was made, 
this time in force to the north of the 
Menin-Ypres high road, and again the 
enemy succeeded temporarily in pierc- 
ing our front. They were driven back, 
however, and all the ground lost by us 
was regained before dark. After this 
repulse, 107 dead Germans were counted 
in front of one batallion, the total hos- 
tile force engaged being estimated at 
2000. 

“These strong attacks were accom- 
panied or preceded by attempts to press 
forward at other points, which were 
usually attended with heavy loss. An 
instance of the cost to the enemy of 
these subsidiary operations occurred 
on this day, when one of our battal- 
ions killed 47 Germans—this number be- 
ing actually counted in front of our 
trenches—and captured 61. It is calcu- 
lated that on Sunday their casuaities in 
killed and wounded in front of one small 
section of our line were about 1200. 

“Ypres, itself, was again subjected 
to heavy shelling and some damage was 
done to the town. 

“In front of our right center the en- 
emy fell back slightly while farther 
south, to the north of the Lys, he con- 
tinued to occupy the trenches and 
houses he had secured, but was un-

“To the south of the Lys the hostile 
attacus were renewed without success 
on the night of the 7th to 8th and on 
our right also a minor effort met with 
the same fate. 

“Wanton Destruction of Ypres.” 

‘“*‘Monday, the 9th, was a comparative- 
ly quiet day. On our left the shelling 
was less in this direction. The Ger- 
mans for the time being desisted from 
making attacks in force and confined 
their efforts to minor assaults and the 
wanton destruction of Ypres, with Lou- 
vain and Rheims, is apparently to be in- 
cluded among: the monuments to Ger- 
man culture. 

“During the fighting of the 6th, 8th 
and tenth, 110 prisuners and six machine 
suns were captured by us in this quar- 
ter. Slightly to the south the French 
made some progress, while on our cen- 
ter the situation remained much the 
same as it had been. The houses and 
trenches gained by the Germans re- 
mained in their hands during the day, 
but measures were taken to overcome 
their resistance and at nightfall part of 
the ground was retaken by us. s 

“On our right during the night of 
Nov. 8-9, a German trench was cap- 
tured; otherwise the situation did 
not alter. Night attacks have been of 
regular occurrence at different points 
and are made apparently more with 
2 View .to annoying our troops and 
‘reventing them from sleeping tlan 
vith any other object. Sometimes, of 
course, the advance has been of a 
more serious nature and has %een 

arried out by large bodies. : 

“In such cases the Germans have, 
‘o far, invariably lost heavily, and 

ven if they have succeeded in gain- 
ng our first lint of trenches they 
ave almost always been driven out 
igain. The demonstrations would ap- 
near to be proportionately more 
costly and even more useless than 

e heavier attacks. 

“Similar tactics were a feature of 
the fighting on the Aisne, and to 
judge by the diaries we have obtained 
from German soldiers their futility 
is fully appreciated by the men. They 
are usually made from trenches in 
the rear of the front line, the latter 
being only lightly held. The front 
lines of both sides are now at many 
points so close that our men amuse 
themselves by listening to what goes 
on in the enemy’s trenches. 

“The Germans frequently cheer 
themselves with music or singing. 
while on one occasion the usual cotrse 
vas varied by a quarrel, which cul- 
minated in a free fight. 

“On the whole there is evidence to 
show that the Germans are begin- 
ning to be affected by their losses. 

“From prisoners it Is gathered that 
the young men of the new corps can- 
not withstand the fatigues and pri- 
vations of campaigning and that the 
middle-aged man lacks ardor. From 
the same source also it is learned 
that recruits who have not previously 
served have received some eight or 
nine week’s training, instead of the

Incidents of German Bravery. 

"The following two incidents will serve 
to illustrate their courage. During the 
fighting near Ypres a force consisting 
of about one company of infantry, ad- 
vancing against us, was enfiladed by 
one of our machine guns, with the re- 
sult that they were all killed. except 
six men, who crawled away wounded. 
The corpses lay in a regular row. 

“After nightfall another company, 
nothing daunted, advanced and dug 
themselves in, on the line upon which 
the bodies of their comrades were lying 

“Again, on Nov. 4, some of the 
enemy’s cavalry at dusk charged a 
trench held by the French. Evwery 
horse was killed, but those riders who 
were not hit continued and charged 
on foot, the last survivors being slain 
on the very parapet of the trench. 

“Whatever deterioration there may 
be in the material now being drafted 
into the ranks of the enemy, tt must 
be admitted that the Prussian war 
machine has obtained the most re«- 
markable results. The Germars have, 
ip to the present time, been able to 
make good their losses, to continue 
to deliver repeated bloWws with fresh 
men when required, and where re- 
quired, and to concentrate large 
forces in different directions.

ciation has been selling tickets promis- : 


cuously under the guise of alleged mem- 
bership cards, and that anyone with 
the price may 
cards. 
Policeman Buys Four Tickets. 
Young, in his report to Bishgp, says 
that last Friday night a so-called boxing 
contest under the direction of the asso- 
ciation took place at the Coliseum and 
that Patrolman Phillips of the Laclede 
Avenue District had no difficulty in pur- 
chasing tickets and membership cards. 
Phillips, according to the Chief, went 
to Joseph Kappel’s saloon, 500 North Jef- 
ferson avenue, about 8 o’clock that 


night, and rurchased two tickets for 75 


cents. Twenty minutes later he returned 
to the saloon and bought two more tick- 
ets. Still later he asked for two more 
tickets and was told they were all sold, 
but Kappel sold him two membership 
cards for &® cents each and told him he 
could get tickets by presenting the cards 
at the Coliseum box office and paying 
an additional dollar. The cards bore 
the names of Russell E. White and C. F. 
Spear. 

Frank Sebastian is president of the 
association and ~ Paul DitHon is its at- 
torney. Dillon today called on Chief 
Young and tried to convince him that 
the club aimed to confine attendance to 
fits members. 

Dillon said it was practically impos- 
sible for the club to keep an accurate 
record of its membership cards. 

Young Doesn’t Accept Excuse. 

‘The fact that you do not know of 
irregularities in the distribution of these 
cards doesn’t excuse you,’ said Chief 
Young, ‘‘any more than a saloon keeper 
is excused for selling intoxicants to a 
minor who, he believes, is of legal age. 
There is a law against prize fighting 
and I'm going to enforce iIt.’’ 

Under a State law conducting a prize- 
fight is a felony, the penalty being from 
2 to 10 years imprisonment. There also 
is a city ordinance which makes it a 
misdemeanor with a maximum penalty 
of a year in the workhouse.

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Passage Caused Protest. 

The passage of the franchise ordi- 
nance last July raised a storm of pro- 
test in East St. Louis. No inkling had 
been given to the public that such a 
bill would be introduced and its. passage 
was planned at a secret caucus of Coun 
cilmen late in.the afternoon. The Dill 
was rushed through at tne Council meet- 
ing with such speed that the few citi- 
zens in the gallery scarcely realized 
what was being done. 

Under the terms of the ordinance the 
company was to have a 30-year fran- 
chise in consideration of a cash pay- 
ment of $75,000 into the city treasury, 
and no provision was made for a low- 
ering of the company’s rates, which had 
long been regarded by East St. Lous 
residents as excessive. The new fran- 
chise was to go into effect next June. 

In its petition filed last week for an 
injunction to prevent the repeal of the 
franchise, the water company said it 
had already paid the $75,000 to the city 
for the franchise.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—lwenty- 
three deaths in St. Louis in the last two 
years from the use of corrosive iner- 
curic chloride is out of all proportion 
to what might have been expected in 
the opinion of Dr.-. Martin I. Wilbert 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. 

Commenting upon the annual report 
of the St. Louis Coroner, Dr. Wilbert 
says the St. Louis figures emphasize 
“more strongly than can be expressed 
in words, the unfortunate effect of 
newspaper publicity regarding the na- 
ture and kind of poison used for self- 
destruction.”’ 

He said the period of time in which 
the St. Louis suicides occurred is 
“practically coincident with that dur- 
ing which newspaperg of the country 
gave unusual publicity to the use of this 
substance as a poison.” He urged a 
inational poison law to control the sale 
and use of poisons.

NO TRUTH IN IT 
BUT LOTS OF FUN 


Grace George at Her Best as a 
Fib-Telling Wife in Clyde 
Fitch Comedy. 


The only truth about “The Truth” as 
presented by Grace George and her 
company at the Shubert last night was 
told by the constant outbursts of mer- 
riment among the members of the audi- 
ence. First a man would chuckle, then 
all the men would laugh heartily; the 
next second there would come a mer- 
ry response from the women and vclien 
at times everyone joined in the ap- 
plause.

And it was during the time she was 
sowing her fibs broadcast that the men 
in the audience appeared to be enjoying 
themselves and their wives frowned. 
But Clyde Fitch, the play’s author, was 
not aiming at women alone in his story, 
and by the time the second act was 
under way the women were shaking at 
the fibs told by Becky’s father and 
from that moment until the last cur- 
tain it became a problem if either of 
the two characters could tell the truth. 

The play hinges upon the point vwat 
a crisis comes with both father and 
daughter where they seek for once to 
tell the truth and can find none to be- 
Heve them. It requires four acts be- 
fore the ‘forgiving husband of Becky 
decides that-‘‘Men don’t ilove women 
because they are good and truthful but 
because they are themselves.’’ 

Throughout the comedy the lines 
sparkle, but it is doubtful if one less 
skillful than Miss George could carry 
the role of fib-telling wife so as to hold 
everyone’s sympathy. She has had a 
long experience in the part and her 
portrayal of the character is now well- 
nigh faultless. Ever smiling to conceal! 
her misdeeds with every now and then 
a suspicion of tears, Becky is a charac- 
ter just fitted for the mobile face of 
Miss George. 

Winthrop Ames has not hesitated to 
surround his star with a strong com- 
pany. The character work of Frank 
Goldsmith as Becky’s father and of 
Miss Helen Reimer as the widow who 
loves Becky’s father, with all his ‘‘swell 
faults,’’ was given warm approval. Nor- 
man Trevor was convincing as the oft- 
befooled husband and the other roles 
are in capable hands.

Policeman Directs Reporter to 
“Square Game;”’ Poker, Rou- 
lette and Craps Found. 


Alton, Ill, has become a Mecca of 
gamblers who openly conduct roulette, 
faro, poker and craps games wkich are 
largely patronized. by men from S&t. 
Louis, many of whom make the trip 
there in their own automobiles, which 
they park outside the gambling dens. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter who visited 
Alton a few days ago on another mis- 
sion, hearing of the wide-open gambling 
conditions, out of curiosity stopped a 
policeman and asked him which was the 
‘“straightest’’ gambling house in town. 
He recommended a house at 102 West 
Second street, over the Johnson-Ballard 
restaurant. This is within one block of 
the police station. 

The same reporter went to Alton yes- 
terday for the purpose of investigation 
and found the place ‘‘wide open.’’ On 
the corner of Piasa and Second street 
stands the “Turf Saloon,” over which 
are the gamblers’ headquarters. 

“Protection in This Town.” 

“Any chance of getting raided up- 
stairs, at 102?’ the reporter asked the 
young bartender. 

“Not a chance. We've got protection 
in this town. You're absolutely safe 
there. And the game’s square, too. They 
have big play there—they take up over 
$1000 in silver for change on the big 
nights,"’ the bartender replied. 

A well-dressed man, who overheard 
the conversation, walked over. ‘‘Want 
to play the roulette wheel, or take a 
chance at the craps?’* he asked. 

The reporter then introduced himself 
to the “‘capper’’ and the bartendcr, and 
showed them his card. 

‘‘We’re mighty glad to have you. &t. 
Louis people come down and play here,’’ 
the former said. as ‘he lead the way 
out into the street, and to the stairway 
next door, leading up to 102 West Sec- 
ond street. Evidently they had little 
fear of publicity. 

Deor Standing Open. 

The door to the. stairway was wid- 
open, and electric lights showed the 
way up one flight of stairs, and to the 
left, where another door stood inviting: 


The latter opened into a long, low- 
celled room, looking out upon Secon4 
street, facing the Hippodrome Theater. 
The room was brilliantly lighted, anc 
heated by a large cannonball stove, 
near the doorway. 

At the left end of the room wer? 
two dice tables, made evidently for th» 
purpose, covered with green cloth, and 
with the chances numbered on it. Near 
the window stood the faro and poker 
table, and in the center, under two larg 
electric lights, the roulette table. A 
few men were playing craps, but the 
wheel was temporarily deserted. 

“The gentleman wants to play the 
wheel a little,’’ the ‘‘capper’”’ said, as he 
introduced the reporter to Matt Keefe. 
the roulette ‘“‘banker.’’ 

“I’m mighty glad to meet you,” he 
said, ‘as he welcomed the visitor warm- 
ly. Keefe, who is under one indictment 
for gambling, got behind the roulette 
table and prepared for play. 

How the Wheel Is Played. 

The table itself is eight feet long, an:] 
three feet wide. At the left end A 
wooden bow! is depressed into it. In 
the center, whiekis movable, a circular 
bottom is formed, containing 38 com- 
partments, in which are alternately 
painted, in red and black, numbers from 
one to 36, and a zero (0) and double 
zero (00) in green. 

In playing, this movable bottom 
twirled. An ivory ball, the size of % 
marble, is thrown into the bow! in th» 
opposite direction to which the boftom 
is turning. The ball makes several revo- 
lutions, and then bounces about among 
the compartments until it finally drops 
into one of them. 

On the table is drawn a diagram, 
showing the chances a player has. Onv 
may wager that the ball will fall into a 
certain compartment—say 18. If it does 
the winner is paid 3% to one. He may 
wager that it fall into one of two—and 
be paid 17 to one, if lucky. Other chances 
are that it will fall into a compartment 
painted red, or black, or the numbe- 
of which is odd or even. These chances 
are one to one. Several other combi 
nations are also offered. However 
when the ball falis into either of the 
zeros, all wages are lost, unless placeJ 
or that itself. This is the game played 
at the famed Monte Carlo. 

“This may be your lucky day,” the 
dealer said patronizingly, as he pre- 
pared for the play. ‘This is the firs 
‘roulette wheel which crossed ~regt of 
the Mississippi River—it’s seen some 
play, I tell you. We've got it back over 
on the east side now.”’ 

Then he lifted up the movable bottom 
to show that there Were no electrical 
connections or crookedness in connec- 
tion. 

The Piay Begins. 

“We simply get the percentage in our 
savor, that Is all.”” the gambler con 
tinued, as he pulled out the little jyor:> 
ball. ‘‘As it is, you may turn out to bp 
the ‘man who broke the bank at Monte

By this time there were about’a dozen 
men at the table. Monday is a dull

“Say, does that sign go?’’ one man 
asked, pointing to a card on the wall 
reading,, “Players may use*their own 
dice.”’ ’ 

“You bet it goes. We are straight 
here, boys.’’ 

Standing near the center of the table, 
with a small cane, crooked at one end, 
stood another roughly dressed man, in 
his shirtsleeves, with his rea undershirt 
showing. He raked the dice together 
after each play, and watched the game 
to see that no one turned over a die 
with his hand. The other man collected 
the losses and paid the winnings.

Herrmann Opposes Parkway. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your article in last Friday’s Post-Dispatch does 
me a great injustice, as well as many of those I 
represent, when you stated: “Opponents admit 
taxation plan for parkway is fair;” again, when 
you state: “Herrmann’s only objection to the biil 
(like other opponents, he had none to the oark- 
way itself, etc.’’): 

Your article is not only misleading, but the 
statements are untruthful, and I request now, that 
you retract them, and give your correction the 
same conspicuous position in your paper as the ar- 
ticle you inserted on Friday last. 

Ever since the bill has been in'the hands of the 
committee, I have not only been opposed to it, but 
ridiculed the parkway plan, as my letters to May- 
or Kiel and members of the Council, dated Octo- 
ber the 15th, will plainly show, tor in them + re- 
ferred to the parkway, as the “Traveler's Rest 
Park,’-and requested that I be permitted to make. 
a bid for the hammock and go-cart renting p*iv- 
fleges. Again, in my letter to the Downtown Im- 
provement Association of October the 16th, in 
which I stated, among other things, referring to 
the letter’ to the Mayor and Council, that “it is 
my protest against taking away possible business 
from various parts of this city, and concentrating 
it at the terminals business center, thereby er- 


-riching their stockholders at the expense of the

STOPPING WASTE IN THE ARMY. — 
The suggestions for improvements in the reg- 
ular army contained in a report submitted by 


| Gen. Leonard Wood to the War Department are 


the more deserving of consideration because of 


| their contrast with the statements of alarmists 


and militarists run mad. 

The shortage of ammunition for field guns to 
which he calls attention is a scandal. There has 
never been a time when the rational peace senti- 
ment of the country did not hold it the part of 
prudence to maintain proper stores of powder and 
shot for emergencies and to have that shot handy 
and to keep that powder dry. 

The present. authorized strength of the army 
is 100,000 men, but its actual strength is many 
thousands below that figure. Gen. Wood would 
create a reserve for recruiting it up to the full 
100,000 of which 70,000 would be kept in this coun- 
try, leaving 30,000 for service in the Philippines, 
vn the Panama strip and elswhere. He would 
carry into effect a previously approved artillery 
program, of which 42 per cent is still incomplete, 
abolish “pork barrel’’ army posts, and apply new 
solutions to the difficult problem of making pro- 
motion depend solely on merit. 

These recommendations seem sound. The coun- 
try is definitely committed to a reasonable policy 
uf national defense. It is only when extravagant 
proposals are urged by the munition-makers and 
their allies in public life that resentment is 
aroused. We paid ' st year $95,000,000 for our 
army, $1,099,000 for West Point and $5,218,000 for 
forts and fortifications, besides the great sums our 
navy cost. Changes that will give us more for 
this money and prevent waste are wise. 

“You only pay for ‘fire insurance’ when you 
oay for atmy protection,” wail the munition- 
makers, That might excuse any wide wild-eyed 


'| scheme for increase in the army and navy burden. 
'‘\“Fire insurance” that would take $1 out of $10 


of revenue—we now pay that much for the army, 
in addition to what we pay for our fleet—would 
be deemed tolerably prudent provision for pro- 
tection in private business. 
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AN UNBUSINESSLIEE BURGLAR.

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GETTING UNDER HEADWAY AGAIN. 

The Chicago Union Stockyards and the Amer- 
ican cotton exchanges reopened on the same day 
the Federal reserve banks opened for business. 

Restored and stabilized markets for livestock 
and cotton coincide with a huge increase in funds 
available for commercial credits. 

The prospective formation of .a $250,000,000 
pool to buy or loan on corporate securities is 
heartening frightened security owners, and the re- 
opening of the stock exchanges on or before Jan. 
15 is probable. Meantime lower bank rates enable 
security owners to borrow and hold instead of 
selling at present absurdly low values. 

There is still a great deal of unemployment

winter. But the country is getting under head- 
way again and prospects are brighter than at any 
time since war broke. 
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FREE SPEECH MAKING PROGRESS.

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FOREST PARK TRANSPORTATION. 

The St. Louis Art League, in co-operation with 
the Civic League and other organizations, is mov- 
ing towards a solution of the problem of supply- 
ing transportation to the Art Museum and the 
Zoo in Forest Park. 

Heretofore the Post-Dispatch has successfully 
opposed several specific plang for park trans- 
portation because they were devised more for 
the benefit of the street railway corporation than 
for the benefit of the people and because they 
threatened an unnecessary gridironing of the park 
with street car tracks. We defeated several at- 
tempts to transfer the Wabash tracks from the 
Catlin tract to the park. We Gefeated schemes 
to divide the park with street railway lines. We 
hold that the parks are for the use of the people 
and that it would be fatal to their best use to 
cut them: up with railroad tracks. The more 
woodland and meadow are preserved as nature 
made them, unbroken and undisturbed by the 
noises, dangers and nuisances of the city, the 
better. We do not believe that it is necessary 
or desirable to have street car lines to every part 
of the park. 

There should, however, be convenient means of 
transportation to the Art Museum and the Zoo. 
The problem of supplying transportation facilities 
to these points can be worked out through de- 
pressed tracks with a minimum of damage to 
the park. 

The new charter enables the city to solve the 
problem without heavy sacrifice to the United 
Railways. The municipality can control the sit- 
uation. It can, if necessary, construct and operate 
the lines. Jt can construct and lease them on 
fair terms. 

It has the power to say what shall and what 
Shall not be done. 

The outcome of the movement depends wholly 
upon the plan. Let us have a definite scheme to 


consider. ;

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CITY CHIEFS FOR CITY OWNERSHIP. 
Mayors of 48 American cities, convened in Phil- 
adelphia, voted unanimously for a resolution ap- 
proving city ownership of public utilities. 

St. Louis’ mayor was not there, but the mayors 
of New York, Chicago, Philadelphia and other 
great cities were, and cast their votes with those 
of the smaller cities. 

It was a quite remarkable, and very significant, 
revelation of the gain this idea has made in the 
United States., Until recent time, public owner- 
ship was urged chiefly by unofficial reformers. 
They were, as a rule, men without political influ- 
ence. Some of them needed guides on election day 
to find their polling boxes. 

Citing this fact, the press agents of the fran- 
chiseholders were able to convince most citizens 
that municipal ownership is “visionary” and im- 
practicable. 

The action of the 48 mayors calls for a new line 
of adverse argument. These men are not vision- 
ary. They are practical. They are up against the 
increasingly difficult task of financing city gov- 
ernments. They look longingly upon the fat pro- 
fits of the public utility companies. They want 
those profits for public use. They, unlike the un- 
official reformers who began the fight, possess po- 
litical authority. 

Nothing has stood in the way of municipal 
ownership but the fact the majority of voters 
didn’t demand it. 

-Now that the political leaders in 48 cities, big 
and little, have united in so striking a demand for 
it. the issue may be said truthfully to have gone 
beyond the academic to the practical stage. The 
missing popular demand seems likely soon to be 
supplied. 
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PEACH THROUGH EXILE IN MEXICO. 

If other means of restoring peace in Mexico fail, 
it is proposed that both Carranza and Villa shall 
‘repair to foreign parts and eliminate such ob- 
struction as their personalities and prejudices 
offer to a settlement. 

It may seem a rather puerile way of composing 
differences between great national movements sup- 
posed to be representative of popular sentiment, 
but things still more puerile are to be found in 
Latin-America. What could be more puerile than 
to stop industry, put the railroads out of business 
and devastate huge areas just because two leaders, 
each of whom wants his own way, find it impos- 
sible to agree? Mexican history would be very 
different and Mexico now a country in which life 
would be better worth the living, if the principle 
of peace with honor through exile had been in ef- 
foct during the last 100 years. If it had been in 
effect four years ago, Dias followed by Madero 
would have gone abroad before, instead of after, 
a destructive war. Mexico would have lost Huerta 
18 months sooner than it did but at a great sav- 
ing in property and in the profits of legitimate 


business.

A COMPARISON OF WARS AND DIS- 


From the Scientific American. ; 

It is popularly supposed that the 
ravages of war are the most fatal of 
the mishaps that can happen to the hu- 
man race, but cold figures show that 
the deaths resulting from a War are in- 
significant when compared with the re- 
sults of earthquakes and tidal waves, 
and that these, as terrible as they may 
appear, so to speak, cause but a mere 
ripple over the mighty population of the 
world. Thig is shown by the following 
figures taken from an article In the spe- 
cial war issue of the Scientific American 
of Nov. 7: 

Terrible as are the ravages of war. 
they are far surpassed by some other 
disasters which from time to time over- 
whelm the human race. The Franco- 
Prussian War killed about 180,000 in 
seven months. The death roll of the 
Russo-Japanese reached about 200,000. A 
single earthquake (1787. in India) har 
been estimated to have caused 300,000 
deaths. The fatalities of the Messina 
earthquake in 1908 cannot have been far 
short of 100,000. A tidal wave in 1896 
drowned 87,000 persons in Japan, caus- 
ing a greater loss of life than the whole 
war with China in 18%. The earthquake 
in Japan in 1708 ts said to have killed 
200,000 people. The Lisbon earthquake in 
1765 destroyed 8,000 human lives, while 
40,000 were lost th the same year in 
earthquakes in Persia. 

Terrible as such disasters are, thev 
pass over the multitudes of the human 
population of our globe as the meresi 
ripples on a mighty sea. The total pop- 
ulation of the earth {s somewhere abou” 
1,800,000,000. Annually there are added 
to it 14,000,000 souls. Every year at least 
$0,000,000 are born, and 6,000,000 or 70,000, - 
000 die. This means a daily birth rate 
of about 220,000, a death rate of 180,000 
The daily increase tn population is 40,000. 
In comparison with this irresistibly 
swelling tide, what are the greatest bat- 
tles, wars or earthquakes, but almost 
microscopic ripples? If we imagine that 
the power were given to some despot to 
order a wholesale siaughter, and that 
gulllotines were kept busy beheading onvw 
man every minute, night and day, this 
would add only three-quarters of one per 
cent to the existing death rate!

“ Swe@ish Cabbage—Shred a cab- 
bage very thin, sprinkle with salt and 
cook in as little water as possible un- 
til tender, then add some milk and let 
boil; add a tablespoon of butter mixed 
with flour, some mace and white pepper 
to taste; let boil up and serve hot. 


Oyster Salad—Let 50 oysters come 
tc a boil in their own Hquid. Skim them 
out and season with 3 tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, a little salt and pepper. Cut 
enough celery to make a pint, using only 
the tender part. When ready to serve 
mix well with the oysters. Have ready 
a little more than half a pint of mayon- 
raise dressing, add part of this to the 
cysters and celery. Arrange in a salad 
dish, pour over the remainder of dress- 
ing, garnish with white celery leaves. 


Turnip Souffle—One cup of hot 
mashed potatoes, 2 cups hot turnips. 
Press both through a sieve, season with 
butter, pepper and salt and add by 
spoonfuls to the stiffy beaten whites of 
2 eggs, then turn into @ buttered dish 
and set in a pan of warm water which 
reaches to within one-third of the top 
of the dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the center is firm. Run a buttered 
knife carefully about the sides and then 
held the dish over a warm plate, to 
allow its slipping out. A cream sauce 
is poured about the base.

Fondant—The cooked fondant is so 
simple to make and so superior to the 
uncooked that I gladly send the recipe: 
Take 1 cup of water and 4 cups gran- 
ulated sugar; boil together without stir- 
ring for about 10 minutes or until it 
“hairs” from the spoon. If in doubt, 
take out a teaspoonful and beat it in a 
bowl. Pour the mixture into a platter, 
so it will cool evenly, and when you 
can hold your finger in it or when it 
looks wrinkled as you shake the platter 
it is time to beat it with a fork or 
spoon. Should you beat it too soon it 
will not be creamy, but sandy. From 
this make your stuffed dates, cream 
walnuts, etc. The possibilities for its 
use are almost endless, and it keeps a 
long time if tightly covered. To make a 
maple fondant substitute light-brown 
sugar for the white. Color your bon- 
bon cream with cochineal, pistachio or 
orange coloring and flavor to “match.” 
For chocolate dissolve the cake choco- 
late in a saucepan and add to suit your 
taste. For peppermints, dissolve the 
fondant (over steam), stirring constant- 
ly, and add oil of peppermint to suit 
taste. Bits of figs, dates, stuffed prunes, 
pineapple, marshmallow, etc., may be 
dipped into the fondant, affording uwe- 
light to the eye and palate. 


Lemon Tarts—Tart shells: Two cups 
flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, nearly a cup of lard, white 
of an egg beaten stiff; add a little water 
if needed, roll out and line. gem pans. 
Prick with fork and bake in quick 
oven. 

werron filling—Mix in double boiler 1 
cup of sugar, 4% cup of butter, 1 table- 
spoon of flour, the juice and grated rind 
of 1 lemon, yolks of 3 eggs and white of 
1, 1 cup of water and cook until thick. 
As soon as the shells are done fill with 
the hot mixture and spread with a me- 
ringue made of the whites of 2 eggs 
beaten stiff witm 2 teaspoons sugar, 
brown in the oven.

ment. 


Angelo Antola, without doubt the best 
actor in the company, was cast as Es- 
camillo. Unfortunately his fine voice is 
scarcely robust enough for the part, so 
that his singing of the swashbuckling 
Toreador’s song was a bit disappointing. 
Minor roles were pleasantly taken by 
Sesona as Zuniga and Cervi as Dancairo. 
The support given to the stars by the 
chorus was, except in spots, listless and 
disheartening

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, ‘Nov. 17.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“There were a good many things in 
the financial situation to excite interest 
today, but none attracted more atten- 
tion than the showing of this country’s 
foreign trade. It was expected that the, 
figures would be reassuring and that, 
they, would disclose a sufficient export 
balance to provide some basis for the 
better trend of affairs in the foreign ex- 
change market. 

“But the total given was even larger 
than had been looked for, indicating an 
export excesg for the month of $57,306,000- 
as against only $16,984,000 for September, 
and an import excess of $19,061,000 for 
August. Compared with a year ago, 
however, the figures are, of course, not 
nearly as favorable, for the export ex- 
Sse o13 in October, 1913, was no less than 
“This showing was very influential 
and had a good deal of sentimental ef- 
fect upon the market. Nothing more 
was heard of the effort to create a 
large credit balance abroad, but there 
were rather circumstantial statements 
to the effect that the proposal to estab- 
lish a $135,000,000 gold pool might be 
revived, pwing to the strenuous efforts 
of certain administration officials. 
‘Some of the interior banks still re- 
fuse to enter the pool, but others have 
been persuaded to do so and it may be 
possible to make some definite arrange- 
ment looking to the organization of the 
fund conight. 

Foreign Exchange Is Quiet. 
“There was little change in toreign 
exchange rates here and sight drafts 
on Lormdon were quoted around 4.87%. 
Not much business was done at these 
quotations, for the feeiing seemed to 
be that the market wouid go :.ower. 
It was evident that some of the larg- 
e8t operations had been financed and 
that there wag not-the same demand 
for exchange that existed a _ short 
time ago, before the more important 
ioans had been arranged for. 

“The market was made interesting 
by the rumors that China and other 
borrowers were in the market for, 
funds, and that at least one important 
ioan of the kind might be put through 
here in the near future. Nothing defi- 
nite was announced about these oper- 
ations, but it was clear that negotia- 
tions were progressing and that an 
interesting announcement might be 
forthcoming at any moment, 
“The bankers in charge of these 
negotiations were not in position to 
give out the details as yet. It may 
be several days before some of the 
largest loans under. ‘discussion are 
provided for. But the situation was 
made the more interesting by the cme 
that many of the banks made lar 
offerings of money at rates general > 
below those which prevailed at the 
closé of last week. 
“A flat 6-per cent rate was quoted 
hy many banks for both time and call 
funds and the situation * pointed 
strongly to still lower rates in cases 
where it was possible for the bor- 
rower to give unusually high-grade 
securities as collateral. 

Banks Buy Paper. 
‘What was even more interesting was 
the apparent influence of the introduc- 
tion of the new currency and banking 
system upon the market for high-grade 
commercial paper. Banks made large 
purchases of high-grade paper at rates 
which were generally below the quota- 
tions of a few days ago. Some of these 
transactions were important, and indi- 
cated clearly that the banks were in the 
market for paper to an extent which 
has not been witnessed before for 
months. 
“Tt was evident that a reason for this 
increased buying was the introduction 
of the new banking system, with the 
facilities which it provided for the re 
discount of paper taken by the banks. 
“Advices from other Federal] reserve 
centers indicated a similar tendency. 
and. the transactions of the banks 
showed clearly that the absorption of 
paner bv all denos't institutions was in-

, and that it was possible now 
for merchants to borrow large amounts 
at relatively easy rates. 

“So far as the Federal reserve banks 
were concerned, the business handling 
by thowe institutions was on the increase 
— although the volume Was not nearly 

as large as it will be later on, after the 
System has been fully installed, the 
indications are that the new banks will 
become indirectly at least a very im- 
portant influence in the loan market. 

Bend Market Active. 

“The banks did more business today, 
of a character whica indicates that the 
rediscount operations provided by the 
new law would become an important if 
not the most important phase of their 
business. There was every inaication 
that the reserve bank here, and the ll 
institutions of other cities, Were receiv- 
ing the hearty support of the affiliated 
banks, and that the introduction of the 
new system ha:i done much to bring all 
the banks into closer relations with one 
another. 
‘lt will be some time before the ma 
chirnery will be fully installed, and it is 
evident that’ all tne banks can not fol- 
low a uniform policy. 
“The other interesting development 
was the broader buying of bonds’ and 
high-grade notes, which are being tak- 
en by investors in large volume. These 
securities wore in demand at unusually 
high prices for tiis period. and althcugh 
the buying wWa3 not as heavy as .t some- 
times is at this season of the year, it 
was broad, and suggestive of «n increas- 
ingly larger demand. 
“Some of the vanks were buyers of 
nutes, anc the absorption of railroad 
and municipal issues ty financial insti 
tutions of all kinds was the best that 
has been seen in some time. 
“The grain markets were irregular 
and although there was no sharp re- 
, action in prices, it was evident that the 
demand was not pina as broad as.-it 
was a few days ago. Some of the sell- 
ing Of wheat was by speculators, who 
had been heavy buyers on every break. 
“An ‘incident which attracted some at- 
tention was the large buying of cotton 
here for German account, and the report 
that one ship had Deen sent direct to 
a with 8000 bales for the German 
mills. 
‘“‘The feature about this movement was 
the indication that it meant that the 
German buyers hereafter would not have 
to. arrange for shipments by the = 
direct route, but would be permitted to 
get the cotton in the usual way. 
“There were other purchases of food- 
stuffs and merchandise for the account 
of the belligerent nations,. and it was 
evident that this movement was en- 
larging and that it would continve to]-:- 
be an important factor in depressing 
the price of exchange for some time 
to come.”’ 


COTTON FUTURES EASY 
IN NEW YORK MARKET 


NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The cotton 
market was comparatively quiet again 
today. The action of yesterday’s mar. 
ket seemed to have been generally sat- 
isfactory, in view of prevailing condi- 
tions and the ro ey tendency of prices 
evidently created no apprehension as to 
the position of the remaining old in- 
terest. 

Liverpool was some 2 to 3% points 
lower at the hour of the opening here 
this morning, and the local market 
steady at a-decline of 2 to 6 points 
Prices eased off another point qr two 
during the early trading, under scatter- 
ing liquidation of old-style »*Decembe 
contracts and some Southern selling of 
later deliveries.
